The three kinds of men mentioned in those verses are 
the natural man, the carnal man, and the spiritual man. The 
two kinds of Christians mentioned are the carnal and the 
The term “natural man” describes the condition 
of every person born into this world until he has been born 
again, regenerated by the Spirit of God. The carnal Chris- 
tian is that Christian who has never developed in his Chris- 
He is a saved man, but he has no power, bears no 
fruit, has no victory, has no real joy and no assurance of his 
He lives an up-and-down life—tfirst hot, then cold; 
happy today, unhappy tomorrow; victorigus today, defeated 
tomorrow. His influence never counts for God because there 
isn't enough in his life that speaks of salvation in Christ.

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The thirst of a drunkard must 
be an awful thing! I have known 
the thirst for drink to so master 
a man that he would pay any 
price in the world for liquor. How 
many have thrown away all the 
pleasures of home, a wife's love 
ang affection, the welfare of 
little children, the respect and 
honor of men, and health; and 
many have doubtless east away 
their souls, for the love of drink! 
But the thirst for liquor does not 
compare with the awful thirst of 
Christ as He died on the cross. 


In John 19:28-30 we are told how 
the Saviour thirsted on the cross: 


“After this, Jesus knowing that 
all things were now accomplished, 
that the scripture might be ful- 
filled, saith, I thirst. Now there 
was set a vessel full of vinegar: 
and they filled a sponge 
vinegar, and put it upon hyssop, 
and put it to his mouth.

willing to earn what he got. He 
di@ not try to collect money that 
was not honestly due him. He was 
not an extortioner who tried to 
collect bills twice or stoop to any 
underhanded method of obtaining 
money. Further, he was not “un- 
just” — he was willing jo pay his 
ewn honest debts. He did not 
“beat” his bills. No one had to 
send a lawyer around to collect 
money he owed for he was not 
unjust in his obligations. 

And this a virtue that is 
lacking in far too many of the 
Christians in our churches. I am 
continually amazed that Chris- 
tians are often greedy and grasp- 
ing in money matters, pocketing 
every dime they can get hold of by 


is 


hook or crook while being none 
too careful to be as zealous in 
paying money honestly owed to 
others. 


I will never forget how shocked 
I was during my college days 
when I got a job at a grocery 
stere. To my amazement many 
g0od Christians would not pay 
their monthly grecery bills al- 
though they rode around in fine 
cars and lived in big houses. Of 
course they all had excuses -—— 
they had ordered white bread and 


had been given brown bread! 
Therefore they felt perfectly 
justified in refusing to pay a 


whole month's bil] because of the 
error! 

I remember one family whose 
bill went so high thafthe manager 
of the store finally had to insist 
they take no more luxury items 
but just staples. But when the 
man finally received pay for the 
work he had been doing, he refused 
te pay his large bill on the ground 
that he had been mistreated! 

The Choir’s Teeth! 

Several years ago I was in a 
revival campaign in an [I)linois 
town where I met a dentist who 
had worked his way § through 
Dental school while I worked my 
way through Moody Institute. He 
came to hear me preach and 
seemed greatly concerned about 
his soul. Several times he raised 
his hand for prayer but did not 
come forward. Finally I went 
&. see him at his office. 

“Russ,” I said frankly, “I saw 
you raise your hand for prayer 
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Man Saved 


again last night but you did not 
accept Christ. I have come te 
ask you, man-to-man, if you will 
not receive Christ and become a 
Christian.” 


He looked at me for a moment 
and then said, “YOu mean you 
want te talk to me about salva- 
tion right here in my office?” 

“Yes,” I replied, “I do.” 


Again he looked at me for a 
long moment and then abruptly 
turned and walked to his recep- 
tionist in the outer office. “Miss 
B——.,” he said, “how many 
appointments do I have for this 
afternoon?” She counted them 
and told him how many there 
were. He askeqg if any of the 
appointments were urgent and 
she said she hardly thought so. 

“Then call them on the ‘phone 
and cancel all appointments for 
the afternoon,” he said. 

She looked rather surprised but 
did as he said as he stood by her 
desk. When she had callegq the 
last one he told her she might take 
the afternoon off. 

“But,” she asked, “isn’t there 
anything else you want me to do 
this afternoon, Doctor?” 

“Yes, there is,” he said, “I want 
you te lock the door as you 
leave!” 

A very puzzled nurse quickly 
straightened her desk, picked up 
her purse, clicked the night-latch, 
gave him another puzzled look ang 
pulled the door closed behind her! 

The dentist then turned to me 
and said, “Bill, if you will only 
show me right here and now how 
I ean be saved, I'll be grateful to 
you as long as I live! There is 
nothing in the world I want as 
much as I want to be a Christian.” 

So I took my Bible and showed 
him God's simple plan of salvation 
and he gladly accepted Christ. I 
remember his moist eyes, his warm 
handshake and his’ trembling 
voice as he suggested we thank 
God for saving him and that we 
pray for his wife to be saved, too. 
(She was saved that night.) 

He had been so ready to be 
Saved, 80 easy to win, that I 
could not help but ask him why 
in the world he had not been 
saved long before. He began to 
grin sheepishly as he said, “I have 
gone to the church many times 
hoping I would fmd out how to be 
saved, but every time I got so 
mad that I didn’t hear a thing 
the preacher said!” 

“You got mad! Did someone 
offend you? What in the world 
did you get mad about 7?” 

“Well, I'm ashamed of it now,” 
he said, “but I would get mad 
every time that choir got up to 
sing — you see, almost every one 
of them were singing through 
teeth they hadn’t paid me for!”’ 

Ang I am afraid there are many 
Christians in our churches who 
are So careless in financial matters 
that the unsaved have no respect 
for them and will not listen to 
them sing, testify or preach. 

Not an Adulterer 

Nor was the Pharisee an 
aduiterer. He was not untrue to 
his wife, his family or his own 
body. And certainly in this world 
of lust and license; filthy writing, 
obscene talk and slack morals, it is 
refreshing to know men who live 
clean, wholesome lives. 

Was Willing To Fast 

“I fast twice in the week,” he 
said. I suppose he meant he did 
without food two whole days a 
week! And although I am not 
in favor of Christians fasting as a 
ritual without some real burden, 
yet I must say my hat is off to this 
man for being willing to sacrifice 
in order to do what he evidently 
believed to be right. 

I only wish more Christians 
would be willing to inconvenience 
themselves a bit in order to do 
things they know would be pleas- 
ing to God. But instead of being 
willing to do without food for 
two whole days a week, the 
average Christian is definitely 
“put out” if the pastor holds him 
until five minutes after twelve 
on Sunday mornings! Instead of 
thinking of Sunday as a day in 
which to serve God, pray, learn 
the Bible and win souls, the 


q|average family thinks of Sunday 


as the day when they get together 
to eat too much and then take a 


nap to sleep it off! 

I don’t want to be har@ on you. 
I wnderstand that you love the 
Lord, you want to see souls saved, 
you want to see your church grow, 
you want to win your loved ones 
to Christ and you are willing to do 
anything you can in the Lord's 
work — just as long as it doesn't 
inconvenience you! 

But this man was better than 
many Christians — he was willing 
to pay a price to carry out his 
honest convictions. 

He Tithed, Too a 

Furthermore, the Pharisee gave 
tithes of all he possessed. He was 
as honest with God in money 
matters as he was with men. He 
gave a tenth of his income to 
God. Every Christian should do 
the same and more — he should 
give tithes and offerings, and I tell 
you frankly I think any Christian 
is a deliberate crook who is, not a 
tither! 


It sure is! But if you don’t like 
it you will have to argue with God 
about it because that is what He 
says. “Will a man rob God?” 
Malachi asks. Yes, God answers, 
“In tithes and offerings.” 


“Oh,” you say, “but tithing is 
in the Old Testament.” 

So what? 

“We-ll, it’s part of the Old 


Testament law and the law was 
done away with when Jesus came. 
The ordinances were nailed to His 
cross.” 

I think you are so wrong it 
would be hard for you to be any 
wrong-er! Abraham was a tither; 
where was the law then? Jacob 
tithed, too. They did so because 
God put it in their hearts. Hun- 
dreds of years later when God 
gave the law to Moses, tithing was 


incorporated, although it had 
already been in effect as had 
God’s law concerning murder, 
stealing, etc. Tithing was not and

Evidently this publican was 
everything the Pharisee was 
not. He was crooked in money 


matters. He was a Jew who had 
taken a job from the Roman gov- 
ermmment to collect taxes from his 
ewn countrymen. Such men were 
despised by the Jews because 
they so often over-charged and 
@ishonestly kept the surplus. , 

Evidently he was an adulterer. 
I would be in keeping with his 
eharacter and probably the Phari- 
gee meant that he was when he 
said, “or even as this publican.” 

Certainly e was not accus- 
tomed to attending the temple 
services, did not fast or tithe. He 
was a vile, filthy wretch who 
plainly felt out of place in the 
temple and he did not try to ap- 
pear other than he was. Filled 
with shame, he stood with bowed 
head and humbled heart as he 
pleaded, “God be merciful to me, 
a sinner.” Amdé God saved him! 

God did not gave the Pharisee 
Because he would not acknowledge 
that he was a sinner . Ged can- 
mot save any man who does not 
approach Him on the same basis 
as the publican—a sinner who 
meeds forgiveness. Jesus came to 
eall, not the righteous but “sin- 
ners” to repentance.

“think a-coming.” He sat down 
in one and put his enormous feet 
up in the other, reached over to 
untie his shoe laces and then 
leaned back comfortably, looked 
me square in the eye and said, 
“All right, if you know so much 
let’s see you git me saved!” 

For several moments I was 


speechless! I just looked at him.

I turned to John 3:16. He said 
he already knew it by heart but 
I persuaded him to read it with 
me again carefully.

I tell you, you 
Jesus before you can say that. 
“But the natural man receiveth 
not the things of the Spirit of 
God: for they are foolishness unto 
him: neither can he know them.” 

Many people wonder why some 
brilliant men have refused salva- 
tion in Jesus Christ. The fact 
is that we wonder why all men do 
mot come running at the first 
invitation to accept Christ as their 
Saviour. We who know Him and 
realize what a glorious thing it is 
to be a child of God cannot under- 
stand why al] men do not fall 
down before the Lord, receive Him 
as their Saviour and Lord and 
receive salvation at His hand. We 
wonder why the world cannot 
understand how God in Christ was 
reconciling the world to Himself. 
We wonder why the cross of Jesus 
Christ does not draw all men when 
they see there the greatest demon- 
stration of divine love that the 
world has ever beheld, as Christ, 
who was God incarnated in the 
flesh, offered Himself as “a sacri- 
fice for the sins of the world. We 
wonder why all men do not love 
Him and receive Him. I tell you 
why—‘“the preaching of the cross 
ie to them that perish foolishness; 
But unto us which are saved it is 
the power of God” (I Cor. 1:18). 

l once was in business with a 
very brilliant and highly-educated 
Englishman. One day we were 
discussing the atonement, and he | 
ridiculed the thought that a Man 
could take his sins upon Himself 
and die for him nineteen hundred 
years before he was born, I said, 
“The trouble with you is that you

things.” 
God is not limited by time. 


we we can say to the whole wide- 
world, “If God be for us, who can 
| be against us ?”’ (Rom, 8:31). God's 
| word says that the natural man 
does not understand these things. 
Don’t get disturbed because the 
world cannot see God. The world 
knows not God and cannot find 
God by its wisdom. Salvation is 
not through the wisdom of men; 
it is by the wisdom of God, and 
men find God by faith. “For by 
grace are ye saved through faith; 
and that not of yourselves: it is 
the gift of God: Not of works, 
lest any man should boast. For 
we are his workmanship, created 
in Christ Jesus unto g00d works, 
which God hath before ordained 
that we should walk in them” 
(Eph. 2:8-10). The natural man 
is blinded, dead in trespasses and 
sin. According to the Word of 
God, the natural man is a child 
of God's wrath, subject to God's 
wrath, condemned because of his 
sins and resting under ,the con- 
demnation of God, with his eyes 
blinded by Satan and being led 
blindfolded into Hell, death and 
destruction. The natural man, 
God says, is in sin, and there is 
no good thing in him. Listen to 
the Word of God: “There is none 
righteous, no, not one: There is 
none that “understandeth, there is 
none that seeketh after God. They 
are all gone out of the way, they 
are together become unprofitable; 
there is none that doeth good, no, 
not one’ (Rom. 3:10-12). 


Then you say, “How i# a man 


ever going to be saved if he is 
blind and deadg and can’t under- 
stand spiritual things?” I tell 
you, my friend, no man would ever 
be saved if God did not seek him 
first. The natural man does not 
seek God, does not understang God, 
does not want God and does not 
love God. But the Holy Spirit, by 
the mercy and the grace of God, 


There is no such thing as time to7comes to unsaved, blinded, dead 


God. “All things are naked and 
opened unto the eyes of him with 
whom we have to do” (Heb. 4:13). 
There is no yesterday with God. 
There is no tomorrow with God, 
for He is the eternal “I AM.” 
Before the foundation of the world 
was ever laid, God looked on the 
end of creation and the whole 
scope of the ages, and it is ever- 
present before Him.. My Bible 
teaches me that we were chosen 
in Christ before the foundation of 
the world, that the plan of salva- 
tion was made before man was 
created and before the foundation 
ef the world was laid. Yes God 
even goes so far as to say that 
your names were written in the 
Lamb’s Book of Life before the 
foundation of the world. Why? 
Because God is the eternal “I AM,” 
and the whole is to God as being 
ever-present. It is as if God were 
looking on a map that is from 
everlasting to everlasting, or a 
great picture that is from eternity 
to eternity. God sees it all at one 
time. It was easy enough for 
God to foresee my sin and my 
need. God in Christ took my sin 
upon Himself, bore my Sin in His 
own body on the cross and wrought 
out my salvation nineteen hundred 
years before I was born. 

I said to that Englishman, “If 
nobody could do anything for me 
before I was born; if people who 
have gone before me hadn’t done 
something for me, I would be in 
a terrible condition. When George 
Washington and that army of 
brave patriots crossed the Dela- 
ware; when they spent that ter- 
rible winter at Valley Forge and 
fought through to victory, they 
did it for my Niberty. And they 
died one hundred years before I 
was born. They fought my battles 
and died for my freedom that I 
enjoy today.” I reminded him, 
too, that when I was in France I 
walked across a bridge that led 
to an old Castle. And I was told 
that the castle was built and that 
bridge was constructed across that 
stream in 725 A. D. That bridge 
was built for me to walk on in 
1919, built by hands that have 
long since gone back to dust. 

On Calvary’s cross God. Al- 
mighty wrought out a salvation 
that is beyond the conception of 
the natural man. But to us who 
believe it is the glorious rock of 
ages upon which our feet stand,

sinners on their way to Hell, and 
uses’ the Word of God to bring 
light and knowledge to their 
hearts. The Holy Spirit comes 
knocking at the heart and opens 
the understanding, takes off the 
blindfold that the Devil has put 
On a@ sinner’s eyes, and opens his 
eyes so that he can see his need. 
Then he understands why Christ 
would die for him, 

My sinner friend, when you feel 
that strange knocking at your 
heart, that strange tugging at 
your soul and hear that call of 
the voice of God, that is the 
greatest hour of your life. With- 
out it you never would find your 
way to the cross of Jesus Christ. 
I plead with you; if you hear that 
voice, harden not your heart. It 
is your one and only hope. Your 
only chance is to answer that call, 
let the light in and yield your- 
God will do the 
rest. 

Il. The Carnal Man 

The carnal man is a saved man, 
but his condition is that of a babe 
in Christ. One of the most 
tragic things among Christian peo- 
ple today is that so many who are 
saved never grow up—they just 
remain babes in Christ all their 
lives, dwarfed and stunted; satis- 
fied just to be saved. I think one 
of the most tragic things among 
the people of God is that the 
majority of saveg people are satis- 
fied just to be saved. I heard 
a dear sister say one day, “If I 
could just get a back seat in 
Heaven, I would be satisfied.” I 
heard a man say, “If I could just 
get in by the skin of my teeth, 
that is all I want.” My friend, 
the thing I fear is that, if that 
is all you know about salvation, 
if that is all you know about the 
love of God, you do not know the 
Lord in salvation. But a great 
many saveq people think that just 
so they are saved, everything is 
all right. 

Oh, if I could just open the 
Book of God and show you where 
God speaks of the deep things 
of God! For it is written, “Eye 
hath not seen, nor ear. heard, 
neither have entered into the 
heart of man, the things which God 
hath prepared for them that love 
him” (I Cor. 2:9). Most Chris- 
tian people stop there and begin 
to think about Heaven. Paul 


isn’t talking about Heaven at all.

He is talking about the glorious 
things that God has for His chil- 
dren here after salvation. For in 
the next verse he says, “But God 
hath revealed them unto us Dy 
his Spirit.”” That carnal Christian 
who is satisfied just to be saved, 
who is trying to hold on to the 
world—feeding his soul on the 
husks of worldly pleasures, feed- 
ing on the picture shows and the 
husks of the giddy whirl out yon- 
der; trying to satisfy his life-—is 
like the prodigal son in the hog- 
pen, feeding on the husks that 
the swine did eat while back yon- 
der at his father’s table there 
was plenty to eat and to spare. 
His soul is hungry and starving. 
He never has the assurance of 
Salvation and knows nothing of 
the deep and wonderful things of 
the Christian’s life. 


Not only is he a babe in Christ 
and is satisfied just to be saved, 
but he never knows the fullness 
of joy in Christ, the love that is 
shed abroad in the heart, and the 
“joy unspeakable and (full of 
giory.” He knows nothing of 
the fullness of the Spirit. He 
knows nothing of the richness of 
the grace of God. He knows 
nothing of the wonderful fellow- 
ship with the Lord day by day. 
He knows nothing of the blessed 
risen Lord who walks and talks 
with those who know Him and 
love Him. He hag no spiritual 
discernment and knows not right 
from wrong—he can’t see any 
harm in this and that. He had 
just as soon be out at the ball 
park on the Lord’s day as at the 
house of God. He can’t see any- 
thing wrong in going to a picture 
show on the Lord’s day . He can't 
see anything wrong in a chaper- 
oned dance or social bridge game. 
He can’t see anything wrong in 
taking a drink of beer, just so he 
doesn’t get drunk. What is the 
matter with that poor soul? God 
says he is just a babe in Christ. 
He has never yet gotten a vision 
of the glorious, wonderful life that 
God has for His children who walk 
with and hold fellowship with 
Him. The carnal Christian knows 
nothing of the sweet conscious- 
ness of the presence of the Lord. 
He is selfish. He is sensitive, al- 
ways getting his feelings hurt. 
He is contentious and hard to get 
along with. He is full of strife, 
envy and jealousy. Paul says, 
“whereas, there is among you en- 
vying, and strife, and divisions, 
are ye not carnal, and walk as 
men?” (I Cor. 3:3). If these 
things are true with any of you, it 
means that you are carnal Chris- 
tians—just babes in Christ, and 
still need to be fed on milk. Let 
us grow up. 

Iii. The Spiritual Man 

The spiritual man is a Spirit- 
filled, Spirit-led, growing, fruit- 
ful, happy, radiant Christian. The 
greatest need of the world today 
is radiant Christianity . We need 
radiant Christians in the midst 
of a world of suffering and sor- 


row, in the midst of a world of 
uneasiness—when men’s hearts 
are failing them for fear; in the 


midst of sorrow. Many mothers 
lost their sons during the war. 
Those mothers’ hearts are bleed- 
ing. Nations are suffering and 
bleeding at every pore. I tell you, 
the world needs to see in us what 
Jesus Christ can do for His own. 
Oh, if there ever was a _ time 
when we, the people of God, ought 
to get up so close to Him that the 
very presence of Christ would 
beam out of our faces and show 
to the world what beauty, glory, 
comfort, strength, and grace 
there is in the Lord Jesus Christ, 
it is today. 

The Devil is working overtime 
to make sin attractive. He has 
put it in fine clothes. He has set 
it to entrancing music, laughter 
and gaiety, and calls it society. 
Men see it and think it will sat- 
isfy the longings of the heart. 
They go after it by the millions, 
only to find at the end it is like 
a moth flying to the light of a 
candle in the dark. The lighted 
candle looks beautiful to the moth 
as he makes his way to it, only 
to find that it will singe his wings. 
Oh, how many I have seen lying 
around the base of the candle in 
great heaps, with their wings 
singed! The Devil has dressed up 
sin and made it so attractive and 
so alluring! He puts cocktail in 
beautiful glasses in the hands of 
beautiful mothers in wonderful 
homes. He entices young people 


who see no harm in it. But lis- 


ten, at the bottom—‘“At the last 
it biteth like a serpent, and sting- 
eth like an adder” (Prov. 23:32). 
The Devil has worked overtime 
to make sin attractive. The most 
effective counter-agent to sin’s 
lure is a radiant Christian life. 
The world needs a practical dem- 
onstration of how happy a real 
Christian is—-happy because he is 
walking and talking with the 
Lord. 

How to Become a Radiant, Spir- 

itual Christian 


I can tell you how you may be- 
come a radiant, spiritual Chris- 
tian. First, by complete separa- 
tion from the world; second, by 
complete consecration to the 
Lord; third, by unconditional sur- 
render to His will. 

What do you read? What do 
you do? Where do you go? I 
can tell what kind of Christian 
you are when I go to your home 
and see what you read. You can- 
not feed your mind on True Stor- 
ies, True Romance, Love Stories 
and that kind of filth and sex 
smut and be a Spirit-filled Chris- 
tian. I can tell you what kind 
of Christian you are when you tell 
me where .you go. You cannot 
feed your life and fill your mind 
with the filth that is being shown 
on the screen today and be a 
spiritual Christian. I tell you, a 
Christian cannot be too careful 
about what he reads and where he 
goes. 


If you determine in your heart 
that you are going to be a spir- 
itual man or woman and are go- 
ing to live that overcoming, vic- 
torious, radiant, happy, beautiful, 
attractive Christian life, there 
are some things that you are 
going to give up. I am not at- 
tempting to tell you what, but I 
am afraid you Christians need to 
take literally what God says 
about modest apparel. Many may 
have to quit cutting their hair 
and painting their fingernails. A 
lot of gaudy attire may have to 
be discarded. We may have to 
quit doing many things we do, 
and stop going to some places of 
amusement, if we want to be 
spiritual Christians. 

But whatever it costs, it is 
worth it. The rewards are worth 
all it costs. Briefly, I list some 
of them. The first is answered 
prayer. God promises to answer 
the prayers of a spiritual man. 
Listen to it! “If ye abide in me, 
and my words abide in you, ye 
shall ask what -ye will, and it shall 
be done unto you” (John 15:7). 
My Christian friend, when you 
sit by the bedside and hold a little 
feverish hand and the breath is 
coming faster and faster and the 
pulse growing weaker, it is worth 
all the world then to know that 
you can pray and get an answer. 
Only. spiritual Christians have 
this promise of answered prayer. 

Then a spiritual Christian has 
continual fellowship with God 
and an abundant life. He has vic- 
tory every step of the way. He 
is conqueror, yes more than con- 
queror over all the things that 


come against his life, 


A spiritual Christian has a glor- 
ious end waiting owt yonder at 
the end of the journey. I1 know 
some people do not like te think 
of death, but it is coming to us 
all, and if you want a glorious 
end you will have to live a glori- 
ous life. You are going to die 
like you live. The spiritual Chris- 
tian has the assurance that when 
he comes to face death it will be 
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pathy and victory and example 
for us all. 
The Culmination of His 
Agony 

No man can understand all the 
sufferings of Jesus on the cross. 
As in the Garden of Gethsemane 
He “went a little farther” than 
anyone else, so in His death He 
plumbed depths of sorrow that no 
other man has ever tasted. He of 
all men was “a man of sorrows, 
and acquainted with grief.” Let 
us consider Him as He hangs upon 
the cross. 

Just last night He left the upper 
room with His disciples and 
walked out of the city, across the 
brook Cedron on the East and 
into the Garden of Gethsemane, 
among the gnarled and ancient 
olive trees. His soul was even 
then “sorrowful unto geath.” The 
gins and the shame of the world 
were so piled on Him that His 
veins were bursting open and His 
sweat was like great drops of 
blood falling down to the ground! 
We know, then, that His sorrow 
and pain are not all of the body, 
but are mainly of the spirit. 

Now He has had no rest through 
the night. Seized in the Garden 
of Gethsemane; bound, led before 
the high priest, He was mocked 
and abused, and then tried before 
Pilate in the early morning hours. 
Though no fault was found in Him, 
yet He was scourged with the 
Roman cat-o’-nine-tails and turned 
over to the soldiers for their 
horseplay. Do you see His fea- 
tures swollen and bruised? , That 
is where they beat Him with 
reeds ang rods, and said, “Who 
smote thee?” If you look closely 
you can see where the barbs of 
the crown of thorns make blue 
punctures in His forehead. Loving 
eyes can see the trace of the 
spittle where they spit in His 
face when He was blindfolded. 

How strange He looks on the 
cross to the eyes of the disciples, 
Mary Magdalene, and His mother! 
His beard has been plucked out 
(Isa. 50:6). His face is so marred 
‘by the abuse He has received that 
He does not look like a man (1sa. 
52:14). There He hangs on the 
cross. strippeq naked, before the 
gazing eyes’ of thousands. That 
is a_part of the shame of the 
crucifixion. The soldiers already 
have gambled for His garments. 

It isa terrible sight; but wait, 
He is the Saviour of the world 
and too much depends upon it to 
turn away. Let us observe other 
details. I hear the dripping of 
blood and on closer examination 
I find that most of it comes from 
His hands and feet. His back is 
all lacerated from the scourging, 
and the dried blood gives evidence 
of that part of His sufferings. 
But now there is a steady trickle 
from His hand. The great spike 
is driven through the center of the 
palm, and the weight of His weary, 
tortured body has torn a gaping 
‘hole there. From this the life- 
bloog trickles down to the elbow, 
or perhaps on down His naked 
body, and drips off on the ground. 

In the frothy pool of thickening 
blood at the base of the cross is 
mingled also the blood _ that 
trickles off His toes, running 
down from where the great spike 
is driven through the insteps. 

Already Jesus has said a final 
good-by to His mother, com- 
mitting her to the care of the 
beloved disciple. (According to the 
passage in John, when Jesus cried 
out, “I thirst,” it is at the very 
close of His agony. “After this, 
Jesus knowing that all things 
were now accomplished, that the 
scripture might be fulfilled, saith, 
I thirst.’’) 

All things are now accomplished! 
But, that the Scripture may be 
fulfilled and that all mankind may 
know the torment of His sorrow, 
He cries out, “I thirst!” The thirst 
in Psalms 
22:15 which says, “My strength is 
drieg up like a potsherd; and my 
tongue cleaveth to my jaws; and 
thou has brought me into the dust 
of death.” His mouth is dry. His 
tongue swells and sticks to His 
jaws. Thirst is a horrible thing. 
But even in His torment and His 
thirst the Saviour thinks of the 
Scripture and is set on fulfilling 
the Scripture. 

All must know that He is bear- 


ing in His own body the torments 
of the damned, the wages of sin 
for all the world, and so He cries 
out, “I thirst!” Even in 
death, Jesus pleases not Himself 
but the Father, and the Scripture 
is fulfilled. 


The Thirst of the Dying 

I remember that when I was a 
boy, old grandfather Cavender 
used to tell about the Civil War. 
He told how, following the battle 
—Or even in the midst of it——be- 
tween the two opposing armies, 
the wounded would lie bleeding 
and dying, shot down in a charge 
or a retreat. And he told me that 
the most horrible suffering of the 
wounded was a thirst for water. 
The cry, “Water! water! water!” 
would go out from fevered lips 
until sometimes their comrades, 
tormented by their anguish, would 
carry them a canteen of water, 
at the risk of life itself. As the 
blood ebbs away from the body, 
the whole body cries out for water. 
Often water alone would guaran- 
tee the recovery of the wounded 
and sometimes only water could 
ease their torment as they died. 
I have thought many times of how 
the poor, abused, beaten, and 
wounded Saviour must have suf- 
fered for water as He hung on the 
cross under the blazing sun, and 
then in the three hours of dark- 
ness as His blood dripped away. 
No wonder that Jesus cried out, 
.“I thirst!” 

We know, of course, that the 
Saviour did not expect water on 
the cross. When He set His face 
toward Calvary to die for the 
sins of the world, Jesus well knew 
what He was giving up. He 
never sought to dodge it. He went 
like a lamb to the slaughter and 
as a sheep before her shearers is 
dumb, so he opened not his mouth 
(Isa. 53:7). No, no, His ery, “I 
thirst,” is meant only to show His 
agony and to cause us to realize 
what He suffered for us. Did not 
He know the hearts of all men, 
including those wicked officials 
and the howling mob before Him? 
John 2:24-25 tells us that He did 
know the heart of man. He knew 
He would be given vinegar and 
gall to torment Him further... to 
burn His mouth and crack His 
lips—-the addeq insult from those 
who hated Him without a cause. 
The holy thirst of Jesus He could 
have satisfied in a moment. but 
He did not. For our sakes, He 
did not! 

The Thirsting Christ Atoned 
for My Sins 

There: are some lessons. that 
surely all of us should find burned 
upon our hearts by the holy thirst 
of the Saviour. The first of these 
is that His sufferings were for 
us. “Christ dieq for our sins 
according to the scriptures” (I Cor. 
15:3). “But he was wounded for 
our transgressions, he was bruised 
for our iniquities: the chastise- 
ment of our peace was upon him; 
and with his stripes we are healed. 
All we like sheep have’ gone 
astray; we have turned every one 
to his own way; and the Lorg hath 
laid on him the iniquity of us all” 
(Isa. 53:5-6). 

I think our Catholic friends 
cause many to stumble with their 
crucifixes, but surely they are 
right when they meditate much on 
the wounds of the Saviour, on His 
sufferings and His blood. Blood 
has a most prominent place in the 
Bible and it should have the pre- 
eminent place 
The slain passover lamb and the 
shed blood were the central ele- 
ments of Jewish worship for 1500 
years, until the Saviour, God's 
Passover Lamb, “the Lamb of God 
which taketh away the sin of the 
world,” was slain. The very night 
before His crucifixion, the Saviour 
gave the last supper—the me- 
morial supper—and in the cup of 
wine, blood red, which He passed 
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to His disciples and said, “Drink 
ye all of it,” the Saviour com- 
manded us to remember His bloody 
death until He comes again! Blood, 
blood, rivers of blood, pointed to 
Jesus in the Old Testament. And 
may we sing, then, in New Testa- 
ment times, that, 


There is a fountain filled with 


blood, 
Drawn from Immanuel’s 
veins; 
And sinners plunged beneath 
that flood, 


Lose all their guilty stains. 


Woe be to the preacher who 
preaches the gospel without 
blood! And woe be to the sinner 
who seeks any plan of salvation 
that does not depend wholly on 
the blood of Jesus Christ, God's 
Son, for sinners slain! 


The thirst of the Lord Jesus on 
the cross, then, was my thirst. 
He suffered what I should have 
suffered. His torments were in- 
tended rightfully for me. They 
who offered the One altogether 
lovely the vinegar and gall should 
have given that bitter sponge to 
me instead. For I, poor sinner 
that I am, should have experi- 
enced the tormenting thirst that 
was the agony of the Saviour in 
His dying hour. He died for me! 
Oh, praise His name! Christ died 
for sinners like me! 


Before we go further, then, I 
remind every reader of these lines 
that with grateful, contrite 
hearts; with penitent, confessing 
hearts; you should put your trust 
in the Saviour, and depend on 
Him alone for salvation. Any 
Sinner in the world can come to 
the Father and find mercy and 
forgiveness and salvation and a 
new, clean heart, if only he comes 
depending on the merit and vir- 
tue of the blood poured out 
when Jesus died. You have only 
to say, “He took my place; His 
thirst was my thirst; the sin He 
paid for was my sin,” and hon- 
estly commit yourself to accept 
the redemption purchased there, 
and salvation and eternal life are 
yours. 

When Jesus hung on the cross, 
they said, ‘“‘He saved others: him- 
self he cannot save.” He thirst- 
ed and cried out unavailingly in 
order that every other thirsty 
heart might drink the water of 
life freely and never thirst again. 

To the poor, sinning, outcast 
Samaritan woman, Jesus said, 
“Whosoever drinketh of the water 
that I shall give him shall never 
thirst; but the water that I shall 
give him shall be in him a well 
of water springing up into ever- 
lasting life’ (John 4:14). 

Poor, hungry, thirsty, sik-sick, 
dying soul, drink today! Drink 
deeply, for Jesus bore His thirst 
unsatisfied so that all who thirst 
might come to Him and drink. 
That is the reason that He tells 
us in Revelation 22:17: “And the 
Spirit and the bride say, Come. 


And let him that heareth say, 
Come. And let him that is athirst 
come. And whosoever will, let

Lord with my head up, unasham- 
ed and hear Him say, “Well done, 
Joe Hankins—good and faithful 
servant, enter into the joy of thy 
Lord.” That is the reward of the 
spiritual man.

Centinnes from ‘mage 5) 
is common to man: but God is 
faithful, who will not suffer you 
to be tempted above that ye are 
able: but will with the temptation 
also make a way to escape, that 
ye may be able to bear it.” 


There is a way to escape; there 
is a way to bear’ temptation! 
Isn't it marvelous? The Lord 
Jesus has so tasted every depth of 
human weakness and so Knows 
eur poor hearts that He has 


hedged us about and promises us 


that ‘God is faithful, who will not 
suffer you to be tempted above 
that ye are able,” and has prom- 
ised to have always a way of es- 
eape. Oh, tempted souls, Jesus 
was thirsty, but He did not drink! 
He could have, for all the wealth 
ef the universe was at His com- 
mand, even as He hung on the 
cross. Remember that He told 
Pilate He could call for twelve 


legions of angels and have them. 
But brother, He didn’t call for 
them, and when He was thirsty 
He did not drink! And like an 
elder brother who cares for the 
yeunger and weaker children, so 
the Lord Jesus has hedged about 
His people that we may not be 
tempted more than we are able 
te bear. He is close at hand to 
effer and guarantee a way of es- 
@ape, always. 

Then whatever desire may burn 
Mike fire in your soul, whether of 
drink, or bodily lust, or the dope 
habit, or murderous anger— in all 
these cases the Lord Jesus re- 
minds us that He has conquered 
them all. By the holy thirst of 
Jesus on the cross we are re- 
minded that His. people can have 
victory as He had it, and by His 
atrength. : 

In Hebrews 2:14-18 we are told 
how Jesus became a man, took 
en Himself the seed of Abraham 
and destroyed the power of the 
Devil, and so is able to help all 
that are tempted: 

“Forasmueh then as the chil-’ 
Gren are partakers of flesh and 
bleod, he also himself likewise 
teok part of the same; that 
through death he might destroy 
him that had the power of death, 
that is, the devil; And deliver 
them whc through fear of death 
were all their lifetime subject to 
bondage. For yerily he took not 
on him the nature of angels: but 
he took on him the seed of Abra- 
ham. ‘Wherefore in all things it 
behoved him to be made like unto 
his brethren, that he might ‘be 
a merciful and faithful high priest 
im things pertaining to God, to 
make reconciliation for the sins 
ef the people. For in that he 
himself hath suffered being tempt- 
ed, he is able to succour them ‘that 
are tempted.” 

By the holy thirst of Jesus, 
then, let us be reminded to run 
te Jesus for help. He is able to 
succor those who are tempted! 


A High Resolve 

Jesus thirsted on the cross but 
did not satisfy His thirst. He 
must not cheat death but must 
taste death for every man. For our 
sake the holy thirst of Jesus was 
unsatisfied. How fitting, ‘then, 
that every one of us should form 
a high resolve not to give way | 


te temptation, not to drink when | 


we ought not to drink. 


Daniel proposed in his heart 
that he would not defile himself 
with the portion of the king’s 


meat, nor with the wine 
he drank (Dan. 1: 8). 

I beg everybody who reads this. 
every man, yea, every boy and 
girl and woman, to promise God 
now, “I resolve, by the holy 
thirst of Jesus and by the victory 
He purchased for me, not to de- 
file myself with alcoholic drink!” 
Why not write that out in your 
Bible and sign it today, and then 
by the grace of God and with the 
succoring help of Christ, keep it 


which 


until the day you die! Do it to- 
day. 

If Christ also suffered for us, 
leaving us an example that we 


should follow in His steps (I Pet. 
2:21); if He thirsted and -yet 
pleased not Himself, restrained 
Himself, denied Himself, yea gave 
Himself even to. death, then let 
those of us who love Him and 
trust Him not give way to our 
thirsts! We can well say to the
